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DETAILED ACTION 

Information Disclosure Statement 

1. The information disclosure statement (IDS) filed March 24, 2008 is acknowledged. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claims 19 and 23 are objected to because of the following informalities: The phrase "the 
hinge portion" (claim 19, lines 1-2) should be clarified; otherwise, this phrase has no antecedent 
basis. The word "includees" (claim 23, line 5) is typo. Appropriate correction is required. 

Objections to the Amendments 

3. The preliminary amendment filed January 31, 2005 is objected to because the amendment 
to amend claims does not correspond to the original claims; i.e., the original claims 1-24 includes 
two independent claims 1 and 24 while the preliminary amended claims 1-23 includes two 
independent claims 1 and 23. None of the original claims was cancelled. It appears that one 
original claim is missing. 

Accordingly, the amendment filed March 24, 2008 is objected to for the same reasons of 
objection to the preliminary amendment. 

In order to avoid confusing, it is advised that all the previous presented claims 1-24 
(including the original claims) should be cancelled, and add, then, new claims 25-47 which are 
the same as claims 1-23 presented in the amendment filed March 24, 2008. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-23 are allowed. 

5. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: It 
is agreed with the applicant's arguments on pages 5 to that the applicant points out the 
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deficiencies in the Blackstone references compare to the claimed invention wherein Blackstone 
fails to teach or suggest a spectacle kit having a pair of lenses made of flexible material, upper 
and lower portions being movable toward one another so as to overlap and form a convex curved 
portion in each lens, or side arms having a slot suitable for receiving and retaining the upper and 
lower portions of each lens. The prior art does not disclose or fairly suggest, either alone or in 
combining with any other references to meet the limitations as claimed in claim 1 and 23 either 
under 35 USC 102 or 103. Therefore claims 1-23 could be allowable over the prior art of 
record.
